Sweeping changes in Stirling’s 
fire prevention and fire protec. 
tion facilities are recommended 
in a 44 page report prepared by 
the Ontario Fire Marshal’s Of. 
fice, 

The report, which followed a 
survey conducted in the village in 
the early part of the year, was 
made public by council on Monday 
night, 

Most costly measure of the 17 
recommendations put forward is 
that a new three-bay fire hall be 
constructed this year to provide 
* ecommodation for one triple 


combination fire truck, a water 
tank truck, a salvage truck, a 
classroom /meeting room and 
training accommodations for the 
firemen, and office accommoda- 
tion for the chief, deputy and fu- 
ture staff, 

The report recommends that 
the proposed new hall be erected 
on the west side of North Street, 
near the intersection of Gore St, 

The Fire Marshal notes in the 
report that the present 90-year. 
old fire hall is inadequate to 
accommodate modern equipment, 
no offices are provided andstor-

Legislation to ensure that stu. 
ent records are kept confiden- 
tial was given first reading inthe 
Legislature last week, 

Education Minister Thomas 
Wells said the legislation clearly 
establishes the right of students 
and parents to have access to stue 
dent record cards, The informa- 
tion contained on the cards will 
only be made available to per- 
sons, other than school staff and 
Supervisors, on the written per- 
mission of the student or parent, 

The legislation contains a clear 
Procedure to correct any inac.- 
curacies in the record should the 
information be disputed by astu- 
dent or parent, 

Another amendment will allow 
school boards and municipal au- 
thorities to share the planning, 
building and operating costs of 
recreational, cultural, edu. 
cational and other community fa. 
cilities, 

The changes in legislation will 
also allow school boards to share

of your business taxes in order 
that all merchants will contribute 
fairly.?’’ The reply was 15 for 
the proposal and one against, 

The final question asked, 
**Would you be prepared to ad. 
yertise in a local supplement 
in the newspaper if we were to 
obtain a prime rate to support 
approximately six major 
events?’’ Thirteen voted yes to 
this question and three voted no,

By their almost total absence last Wednesday night, Stir- 
ling residents in effect did two things -- approved the town’s 
official plan and indicated they really don’t care how council 
spends in excess of $10,000, 

Planning is something little understood by many people 
and its complexities regarding zones, and land uses, and other 
related definitions can only be fully appreciated when there is 
some one present who can explain what is intended, This person, 
representing the consulting firm that drew up the plan, was 
present and did answer some relatively minor question of the 
five ratepayers and the municipal officials who were present, 

One must concur with the attitude and comments of the 
Reeve when he apologized to the consultants for lack of atten- 
dance, It seems a little ridiculous to spend money for a meeting 
that taxpayers won’t attend, 

The other facet of this problem is what makes the situation 
even more ridiculous -- the people who were not there will be 
the first ot complain, and be the most vocal, when they want 
something done and cannot understand why it can’t be done 
immediately. 

What happened Wednesday is that deveopment of the village 
in all aspects has been put on an official basis, There are certain 
Places where building or expansion will be allowed and where 
it will not, There will also be certain businesses allowed in 
specific areas and other places that will be left for residential or 
other development, What matters is that under the plans that have 
been approved citizens are no longer free to just build as they 
may wish, This may seem like restriction on private enterprise, 
but really it isn’t, é 

Planning is not something that happens overnight, and when it 
does come into force, it can cause much misunderstanding and 
even hard feelings at times. Planning is something that is 
important to every community as it helps control requirements 

for school, water and sewage facilities and all other facets of 
growth, it may be resented as unnecessary, but looking around 
the province, and seeing how some areas have been badly 
developed, it must, in the long run be a good thing, 

Stirling is now in the planning game very deeply, There 
are still one or two minor hurdles to be overcome, but witha 
few months, the guidelines will be there and must be followed. 
Those who had no voice in the decision have no right to com. 
plain, but they probably will,
